i Washington, Jan. 16. 

President Truman in hig an- 
nual economic report to Con- 
gress today warned the United 
States that it is due for a sharp 
drop in the supply of metal- 
using consumer goods during 
the coming calendar year. 

The President said: “A reduc- 
Hon of more than 20 per cent 
in the total output of consumer 
supplies — housing, cars and 
appliances—from the 1951 level 
is Indicated by the materials 
allocations for the first quarter 
of 1862." , 

He added, “in addition, it will 
be necessary lo reduce the total 
of private and public non- 
Mefence construction (othér than 
restdentiat) about 16 per cent 
below the 1951 level and some 
types by much more even if 
copper is used sparingly.” 

The President reported that 
there will be considerably less 
steel, copper and aluminium 
available for non-defence uses 


this year than in the last. 

The sharpest drop in meta) 
supplies willbe in aluminium. 

The President said that there 
would be about 25 per cent less 
aluminium avaliable for non- 
military uses this year. than in 
1951, bringing the supplies of 
that metal, to one-third below 
the 1949 level, 


IN 12 MONTRS 


Steel supplies for non-military 
uses would stijl be some 16 per

No Indication 


E has given no indica- 

tion, of course, and only 

the other day he said: “I 

have made up my mind and 

will say when the right 

time arri¢es what I will 
do.” 


Lots of Americans 
thought he was waiting for 
Kisenhower to make up his 
mind for him. They felt 
thet if Fisenhower ran, 
Truman would not. And if 
he does not run, who is the 
likeliest Democrat to op- 
pose Eisenhower? 


The answer appears to be 
Fistes Kefauver, 48-year- 
old, slow-speaking Senator 
from Tennessee, whose face 
is just as familiar to 
Americans as either Tru- 
man’s or Eisenhower's be- 
cause he headed the com- 
mittee which grilled 
racketeers last year — and 
he did it all on TV. 


Kefauver is holding off a 
definite announcement that 
he will accept the De- 
mocratic nomination, but 
Congressman Wayne Hays, 
one of his admirers, from 
Ohio, said that he would be 


nominated. 


He added, to convince 
any sceptics: “I have been 
in polities for 20 years and 
you will have to assume I 
know what I am doing.” 


First Hint 


E was asked what he 
would do if Truman de- 
cided he wanted to try for 
reelection, and replied: “TI 
don’t anticipate that con- 
tingency.”

Tired, Grim 


ISENHOWER hes no great 

Aamoition to be President. He 
will run only because he thinks 
it is his duty and because there 
is sufficient demand by the 
American people. 

There wastno sign that he 
relished these activities when 
he left his office after making 
his statement. He looked tred 
and grim and flashed his 
famous grin for only a moment 
at photographers, to whem he 
wryly commented: “There is no 
shortage of film in the New 
Year, I see.”

ephemeral. city 

where, founded on 
make-believe and financed 
by far-sighted bankers, 
flourishes the fanciful 
phenomenon that is the 
motion-picture industry. 


Having been whirled for 
two days and nights from 
Chicago—not a gangster in 
sight—through the vastness 
that is the Rocky Moun- 
tains and the cattle-studded 
plains of Wyoming, in the 
100-mile-an-hour luxury, 
streamlined Union Pacific 
train “City of Los Angeles,” 
T’m sitting amid bright sun- 
shine, tropical palms, orange 
trees, and the swimming 
pool of my dreams in the 
famous Beverly Hills Hotel. 


In and out of the hotel 
hall stroll movie stars whose 
attendance at a London 
premiere disorganised the 
traffic but here evokes no 
remark.

PERSISTENT tearing of one or 
both eyes in babics from 2 to 
12 weeks old usually indicates 
blocking of the tear duct. Though

Mothers worry over this con- 
dition and are likely to misinter- 
pret it, often using eye ointments 
tn the child's cyc because they 
believe the excessive tearing js 
caused by infection, 


M istaken Belief 


Very often It is mistakenly be- 
lieved that it may be due to the 
silver nitrate that is instilled in 
the baby’s eyes at birth in order. 
to prevent eye infection. How- 
ever, [f a careful examination is 
made, it is seen that, even with 
the severe tearing, there is re- 
latively little inflammation, 
redness, or swelling of the eyes. 


A narrowing or closure of the 
tear duct may also occur later in 
life due to chronic infection of 
the nose, accompanied by infec- 
tlon and inflammation of the

duct. Fracture of the nose or 
facial bones during fisticuffs or 
other accidents may cause a 
mechanioal’ closure of ‘the duct, 


Usually, after a prolonged 
blocking of:the duct, a secondary 
infection, does ‘develop: _ Ail 
cases of suspected narfowing -of 
the tear duct should’ be seen by 
the physician, 


Use of Astringent 


In infancy, most cases may be 
cured by simple milking of -the 
contents of the duct down 
through the nose with fingertip 
pressure. Sometimes the use of 
an astringent, known as 
collyrium, may be of help. 

If these methods are not effec 
tive, an eye specialist should be 
consulted so that he may use 
certain metal dilators to Increase 
the size of the tear duct. 


Many times, if chronic Infec- 
tion is present after closure of 
the duct, antibiotic drugs should 
be employed before other 
methods are used to promote 
full flow of the tears through 
the tear duct,

Washington, Jan. 16. 

The non-Communist areas 
of the world during 1951 
scored gains over 1950 in 
the production of every 
major commodity except 
two — tin and lumber. 

This was ‘disclosed today In 
President Truman's economic 
report to Cungress which show- 
ed that the jargest percentage 
gains in the “Free World’s” pro- 
duction in 1051 were in tung- 
sten, cotton and iron ore. 

Tungsten production of !1,- 
400,000 tons in 1951 was 27 per 
cent more than in 1950 while 
cotlon preduction amounting to 
27,685,000 bales was up 26 per 
cent over 1950—most of the cot- 
ton gain being registered by 
United States producers. 

The non-Communist world’s 
iron ore production for 1961 was 
about 245,000,000 metric tons, 4 
gain of 24 per cent over 1950. 

The United States, with an 
fron production last year of 
about 130,000,000 tons, was res- 
ponsible for more than half the 
free world’s supply. 

TIN OUTPUT 

Aluminium production out- 
side the Iron Curtain Aotalled 
1,583,000 metric tone a gain of 
92 per cent over 1950. 

Tin production totalled 165,- 
000 tons, while Jumber produc- 
tion for 1951 was 56,500,000 
board feet, two per cent less 
than the previous year. 

The percentage of production 
gains in 1951 of some other im- 
portant commodities were: 

Crude petroleum 14 per cent, 
cobalt 14, zinc 12, wood pulp

A critical view of the Colonieg’ position in relation to the present 
Commonwealth finance talks in London is given today by the noted West 


Indian economist, Professor W. Arthur Lewis. 

In a feature article in the Financial Times he 
points out the disadvantage to certain Colonies of 
continued accumulation of “unspendable” Sterling 
balances and predicts that they will go on rising 
throughout this year and next. 

This will happen, he says, because the Colonies 
have no direct representation at the present Common- 
wealth finance talks and therefore have not the op- 
portunity of “directing their searchlight upon those 
British policies which prevent ‘them getting sn 
adequate supply of manufactures from Britain.”

US Planning New 
Disarmament 


Proposals To UN 


Paris, Jan. 16. 


The United States announced today it will 
have important new proposals to make to the 
United Nations Disarmament Commission when it 


begins its work. 


The US delegate, Mr Ernest 
A. Gross made this announce- 
ment in a speech urging the 
UN Political Committee to 
send the new Russian atomic 
proposals to the Disarmament 
Commission. He dld not specify 
what the new U.S. proposals 
would be. 


A spokesman said the pro- 
posals would be contained in 
‘tthe first of a series of papers 
on atomic contro] amd conven- 
tional arms which the US. will 
present to the commission. The 
new group must start its work 
before February 10, probably 
in New York. 


In his speech, Mr Gross also 
ealled on the Soviet Foreign 
Minister, Mr Vyshinsky, to keep 
hands off the Korean truce 
talks now going on at the front. 

Mr Gross declared the talks 
have slowed since Vyshinsky 
first referred to them here, and 
added: 


“If there is a relationship 
between these two facts, then 
silence by the Soviet delegate 
might constitute a positive con- 
tribution to the end of the 
fighting in Korea.” 


The American delegate also 
probed to find whether Mr 
Vyshinsky’s new proposals were 
“a step backward or a step 
forward.” 


He said the Political Com- 
mittee was hardly the place for 
a full discussion of the plan 
and it should : be thoroughly 
studied by the Disarmament 
Commission.

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New Battle 
Jacket To 
Stop Bullets 


Washington, Jan. 16. 

A new cloth battle jacket 
which has stopped .45 calibre 
bullets at point blank range 
will be tes’ed by combat troops 
in Korea, the Army said today, 
The new jacket is made of 
laminated nylon. It contains no 
metal. Toughness results from 
many layers of durable nylon, 
One atop the other. 

The sleeveless garment 
reaches only to the waist and 
' weighs eight pounds. 

In Army tests, the jacket ze- 
sisted a .45 calibre bullet at 
point blank range, stopped prac- 
tieally all fragments from a 
grenade bursting three feet away 
and stopped 75 per cent of the 
fragments from a mortar burst 
at a distance of 10 feet. 

The Army said the new jacket 
may reduce the battle casualties 
considerably and protect body 
areas shown by Korean battle 
studies to be most susceptible to 
serious wounds. 

The Army -gaid 1,400 of the 
jackets will be sent to Korea 
within the next few weeks for 
issue to a regiment of combat 
infantry troops. The jacket ts 
still in the development stage 
and is not available for issue to 
troops except for test purposes.
